Mnnioipal Goverauneut. 

There can be no doabt -whatever 
that the changes made the Muni- 
cipolity Act have rendered it greatly 
more acceptable to the people. Ii> 
I^rool of this it is only necessaiy to 
point to the fact that more applica- 
tions for incorporation under it have 
been made since its amendment thaji 
(luring tho ten months before. This 
must, iiulood, bo gratifylu'!; to tliu 
friends of self-government. In a 
country like British Colunibiu, muni- 
cipal iuHtitutiouH may bo regarded ivs 
an essential adjunct to full Hclf-gov- 
ernniont. Nothing could nioro cflci'- 
tually tend to tho BUCceHsful working 
of what, for want of a better uo.signa- 
tion, is called the foe systcni, in con- 
tradiction to the old Bysteni of 
paying all public servants by means 
ofVixod stipends. But, even apart 
from the financial view of the ease, 
it has been found extremely dillieult 
for central legislation to meet the 
wants of Gverj- locality. How oflen is 
it found that a measure admirably 
Biiite'd to one locality is wholly un- 
adapted to another. This is especially 
t^e case in dealing with subjects which 
5^ould properly fall under tl e head of 
municipal administration. Then, 
again, take into consideration the re- 
moteness and inaccesBibihty of some 
communities and the scattered popu- 
lation. It just comes to this: If the 
whole work of administering is to fall 
upon the central Government, either 
the expense must be somewhat dispro- 
poiiioned to the population and 
revenue, or there will bo too much 
reason to complain of neglect. On the 
other hand, if the various outlying 
communities will but undertake ^ the 
management of their own local afVai rs , 
the centriil government would not only 
be greatly cheapened and Hiinplillod ; 
but the most minute aft'air.s of the 
various settlements would reecive 
proper attention. Munieipal govern- 
ment recognises the principle that the 
people in each locality know best how 
to'^ manage' their own affairs; and, 
besides, it constitutes a sort of eleinont- 
aiy school, so to speak, in wliifh the 
art of self-government maybe learned. 
"SYe are convinced that nothing could 
moro tend to developing this infant 
Province into the full manhood of 
self-reliance and self government than 
' would a general adoption of municipal 
institutions in every sottlonient where 
there are enough of people to mfke 
those institutions workable. For I'.n' 
information of those who may not 
have the Act by them, it may not ho 
amiss to quote "tho section which lu-o- 
vides for the creation of lu w miinici- 
paiities :— 

"The Lioutenant-dovernor in (.'<nin- 
cil, by Letters Patent under the i'liblic 
Seal of tho Province, and ui)on jioti- 
tion of at least two-thirds of tln' male 
freeholders, houueholders, irce-niinerR, 
pre-omptors, and leasoholilers for a 
term not less than two years, hciiig re- 
spectively of the full age of twenty-one 
years, and resident in any locality of an 
area (if on tho Mainland, but not 
otherwise) no greater than ten miles 
square, in which locality there sliidl be 
not less than thirty male residents, as 
aforesaid, shall incorporate such local- 
ity as a ilunicipality; every jiehlion 
fihall stato tho total number of resi- 
dents entitled to petition, and the pro- 

Sosed name, limits, and extent of the 
lunicipality." 

From this it will be se(^ii th.at thnre 
are very few settlements without the 
reqnisite population to form a munici- 
palitv; and now that women and 
aliens are admitted to the fnuiehiso 
the system is still better adapted to 
small comraunitioH. Self-government 
is not a rose without a thorn; and it 
would not be rigiit to encourage the 
expoctation that nmnieipal institu- 
tudons do not bring with tham ti-ouble 
and responsibility. In tho fir.st 
instauce there will doubtless he 
little hitches and (litiiciiltics. But 
these incidontals to tlu! stiu ling of new 
niachiuery must be eni'ountcied ; ami 
tile sooner they are met and man- 
fully pyorco me the better. 

The Charter

ern and wesli!rn sections siinultaiioously ; 
sliall proHocuto tlie work of constructing 
tho railway with all due diligence, and 
shall complete the whole railway within 
ton years from tho said 20th day of July, 
1871, unless tho last-mentioned period 
sliall be eiihugod by Act of Parliament, 
in which case the Coinpauy shall complete 
tho whole railway within such extended 
period. It is provided that whouevor 
any iiortion of the railway oxteiuling '20 
nii'los is completed the GoTernmeiit may 
recpiiro tho Company to convey goods 
ami passengera over tho saiuo. Tho Coiu- 
pany are ruiiuired to construct, maintain 
and' work a continuous telegraph lino 
along tho wIkjIo length of tho railway. In 
respeet of tho main lino, tho Company 
aro to roceiTO fifty million aerea of land 
in alternate blocks; aud '25,000 acres por 
inilo. and 20,000 acres por mile in respect 
of tho Lake Superior and Manitoba 
brandies respectively.

The Company may 
create a lioanl of throe Trustees, one ap- 
poiutetl by the (ioTorniDont, auotlior by 
tho Board of Directors and tho third by 
the Sliareholder.i. Each Director must 
1)0 a British subject, and hold at least '250 
.shares of tho railway stock. Ottawa is to 
' b(> tlie hoadcpiartors of the Directors. 
I Provision is made Ijy which County Court 
i .Judges and Justicort of tlio Peace in Pri- 
tish Columbia shall have and exeroiso tho 
same powers as aro exercised under the 
pi o\ isioiih of the Railway Act, 18G8, in 
tho other Provinces.
